In  October  of  1970,  the  Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Education  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  visited  Drury  to  evaluate  the  educa- 
tional program  and  to  determine  if  the  school  was  worthy  of  renewed  accreditation.  The 
report  was  released  in  December.  It  contained  107  commendations  and  284  recommen- 
dations, and  was  highly  critical  of  both  the  physical  plant  and  the  failure  of  the  city  to 
provide  for  a  new  school.  The  report  also  called  for  abandonment  of  the  old  section  of 
the  school.  The  commission  applauded  the  efforts  of  the  staff  to  provide  an  adequate 
program  within  the  severe  limitations  imposed  by  the  building,  but  cited  the  need  for 
new  courses,  electives,  smaller  class  size,  increased  use  of  new  educational  resources, 
and  a  more  flexible,  comprehensive  program  as  necessary  for  accreditation.  The  school 
received  a  one-year  accreditation,  renewable  pending  that  definite  plans  be  made  for  ei- 
ther a  new  school  or  a  vastly  improved  facility  by  October,  1971.

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FOOTBALL  SUMMARY 

Drury  gained  revenge  for  last 
year's  28-0  loss  by  defeating  Mt. 
Anthony  45-6.  Tom  Kateley  led  the 
Devils  in  the  win,  scoring  2  touch- 
downs, passing  for  2,  and  gaining 
23  yards  rushing.  Top  ground  gain- 
er was  Kurt  Van  Steemburg  with  84 
yards  on  8  carries.  Defensive  stand- 
outs were  Tom  Hafner,  Nate  Fin- 
ney, and  Mike  Falcon. 

The  second  game  of  the  season 
saw  Drury  defeat  St.  Joe  (P)  51-8. 
The  Devils  continued  their  great  of- 
fensive playing  by  collecting  295 
yards  on  the  ground  and  88  in  the 
air.  The  first  touchdown  was  scored 
by  Steve  Nelson,  and  later  touch- 
downs by  Kurt  Van  Steemburg,  Co- 
Capt.  Ed  Allard,  Frank  DePaoli, 
Dave  Libardi,  and  Steve  Simon. 

Drury  downed  Northampton  26-0 
for  the  third  win.  Ed  Allard  sparked 
the  effort,  scoring  3  touchdowns 
and  gaining  158  yards  rushing.  De- 
fensive standouts  were  Steve  Hee- 
lan,  Pete  Foote,  and  Mike  Falcon. 
Coach  Cirone  also  praised  the  offen- 
sive front  wall,  whom  he  said  had 
been  showing  consistent  improve- 
ment in  every  game. 

On  a  cold  Friday  night  at  Wahco- 
nah  Park,  Drury  crushed  Pittsfield 
50-14.  The  best  play  of  the  game 
was  an  85  yard  punt  return  by  Joe 
Morse,  Tom  Kateley  and  Mike  Fal- 
con. 

The  weather  was  even  colder 
when  Drury  dumped  Wahconah 
12-6.  The  "big  blue  machine"  in 
the  words  of  Co-Capt.  Ed  Allard, 
held  the  Warriors  to  only  6  points. 
Pete  Foote  and  Mike  Falcon  gave 
fine  defensive  performances. 

The  next  victim  was  Monument 
Mountain,  which  fell  with  a  47-0 
score.  Ron  Goss  led  the  attack  by 
scoring  2  touchdowns.  Ed  Allard, 
Joe    Morse,    Dave    Libardi,    Tom 
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Kateley,  and  Steve  Nelson  all 
scored  touchdowns. 

Taconic  upset  the  Devils  25-24 
on  a  lucky  pass  reception.  The  Dev- 
ils led  until  the  final  4  minutes.  Joe 
Morse,  Steve  Nelson  and  Kurt  Van 
Steemburg  scored  the  Drury  touch- 
downs. 

Before  a  crowd  of  7,000  specta- 
tors, Drury  crushed  Hoosac  Valley 
36-6.  The  win  made  the  Devils  co- 
holders  of  the  Class  A  crown  with 
Wahconah.  The  Devils  Killed  the 
Hurricanes  in  every  department, 
getting  12  first  downs  to  Hoosac's  4, 
500  yards  rushing  to  74,  and  90 
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yards  passing  to  22.  The  great  Devil 
defense  forced  many  punt  attempts 
by  Hoosac,  and  their  only  score  was 
an  80  yard  punt  return  late  in  the 
fourth  quarter.  The  victory  gave  the 
team  a  7-1  season  record.  Tom  Haf- 
ner  and  Don  Bergeron  were  elected 
captains  for  fall,  1971.

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In  the  opening  game  of  the  season,  Drury  downed 
Springfield  Tech.  78-73.  Junior  guard  Tom  Kateley  had 
the  hot  hand  for  Drurv,  collecting  32  points.  Carey  Dassat- 
ti  and  Lee  Reeves  had  16  and  14  points  respectively. 
Reeves  and  Dassatti  both  gave  Drury  that  all-important  re- 
bounding edge. 

In  the  second  game  of  the  season  Drury  easily  took  Lee 
60-38  at  State  College.  Kateley  again  was  the  big  gun  with 
17  while  Lee  Reeves  had  14.  Carey  Dassatti  gave  Drury  a 
big  edge  on  both  the  offensive  and  defensive  boards. 

Drury  kept  their  win  streak  alive  as  they  rolled  to  an 
easy  77-43  victory  over  Springfield  Classical  in  a  foul 
marred  contest.  Drurv  jumped  out  to  a  quick  lead  and 
completely  outclassed  the  formerly  high-rated  classical. 
Carey  Dassatti  was  the  scoring  leader  with  22  while  Kately 
added  17  and  Reeves  16.  Ron  Goss.  a  junior,  looked  good 
and  added  4  points  to  the  Devil  total. 

Drury  beat  Springfield  Tech.  in  the  opening  armory 
game  88-59.  Carey  Dassatti  again  led  Drury  with  23  points 
and  some  great  board  work.  Tom  Kateley  got  hot  in  the 
later  periods  and  ended  with  20  while  Lee  Reeves  canned 
17. 

In  the  NBL  opener  at  the  new  Hoosac  Valley  gym, 
Drury  lost  a  heart-breaking  62-61  decision  to  a  fired  up 
Hurricane  squad.  It  was  a  close  game,  with  19  ties  and  the 
lead  for  either  team  never  more  than  two  points.  Tom  Ka- 
teley had  21  and  Carey  Dassatti  and  Joe  Morse,  both  with 
14,  led  the  Devil  offensive.  Morse  shot  fantastic  percent- 
age wise  making  80%  of  his  shots. 

Trailing  by  one  at  the  end  of  the  first  period,  13-12, 
Drurv  came  on  strong  to  win  a  convincing  decision  over 
local  St.  Joseph's  at  the  armory.  Lee  Reeves  played  his 
best  game,  went  8  for  10  from  the  free  throw  line  and 
ended  with  26.  Three  other  devils  hit  double  figures  with 
Dassatti  canning  14,  Shaun  Sprague  11,  and  Moose  Ko- 
nopka  10. 

Breaking  open  a  tight  game  with  a  nine  point  lead  well 
into  the  second  period,  Drury  proceeded  to  roll  over  Ta- 
conic  Braves,  73-56.  The  win  gave  Drury  undisputed  pos- 
session of  second  place  in  the  NBL.  Drury  canned  26  of 
58  from  the  floor  and  an  excellent  21  of  26  from  the  free- 
throw  line.  Lee  Reeves  and  Joe  Morse  got  20  points  while 
Tom  Kateley  added  18. 

Drury  moved  into  a  tie  for  the  NBL  lead  with  Hoosac 
Valley  with  a  decisive  victory  over  Ml.  Greylock  79-58  be- 
fore a  sparse  crowd  at  the  armory.  A  flu  epidemic  was 
sweeping  both  schools  and  many  team  members  were  ill. 
Drury  had  5  men  in  double  figures.  Shaun  Sprague  led  the 
attack  with  18  while  Tom  Kately  added  14,  Joe  Morse  12, 
Carey  Dassatti  11,  and  Dave  Libardi  10. 

Drurv  rolled  to  an  easy  79-58  victory  over  Pittsfield  to 
remain  tied  with  Hoosac  Valley  for  the  NBL  lead.  Lee 
Reeves  was  high  scorer  with  22  points  and  also  found  time 
to  recover  18  rebounds.  Tom  Kateley  and  Carey  Dassatti 
each  had  15.  Coach  Girardi  said  of  the  game  "We  didn't 
play  a  good  game  but  we  won.  We  will  have  to  be  up  for 
Tuesday's  game  against  St.  Joe  Pitt." 

Drury  moved  into  first  place  in  the  tight  NBL  race  by 
virtue  of  a  71-67  victory  over  Hoosac  Valley  in  a  not  even 
standing  room  crowd  at  the  armory.  Drury  went  to  the 
locker  room  at  half-time  up  by  2,  27-25,  but  ran  away  with 
Adams  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  and  were  up  by  as 
many  as  13.  A  determined  Hoosac  drive  in  the  final  min- 
utes cut  Drury 's  winning  margin  to  4,  71-67.  Tom  Kateley 
played  a  great  game  for  Drury,  hitting  on  10  floor  hooks 
and  7  free  throws  for  27  points.  Joining  Kateley  in  double 
figures  were  Lee  Reeves  with  12,  Sprague  with  14,  and 
Dassatti  13. 
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In  a  stunning  upset  at  Taconic  the  Taconic  Braves  upset 
Drury  69-52.  The  Braves  led  from  the  start  and  their 
course  was  aided  when  the  two  Drury  big  men  fouled  out 
in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  win  enabled  Taconic  to  tie  with 
Drury  for  the  NBL  lead.  Lee  Reeves  led  Drury  with  21 
while  Sprague  and  Kateley  both  netted  10  a  piece. 

Lee  Reeves  and  Carey  Dassatli  collected  50  points  be- 
tween them  to  lead  Drury  to  a  77-67  win  over  Ml.  Grey- 
lock.  Dassatti  had  one  of  the  best  nights  of  his  basketball 
career  as  he  canned  29  points  and  16  rebounds.  Lee 
Reeves  also  played  well  and  netted  21  points  and  a  very 
impressive  24  rebounds.  Tom  Kateley  was  the  onl)  other 
Devil  who  hit  double  figures  with  11. 

Drury  climbed  back  on  top  of  the  NBL  race  with  a  80- 
70  win  over  Pittsfield  at  the  armory.  Although  Drury  won 
by  10  points  they  didn't  have  an  easy  time.  Dassatti  played 
one  of  his  best  games  collecting  32  and  Lee  Reeves 
canned  24.  Drury  shot  24  for  27  at  the  foul  line. 

The  Devils  rolled  into  an  unprecedented  third  straight 
NBL  championship  defeating  Si.  Joe  Pitt.  83-60  in  a  thrill- 
ing one-sided  game  at  the  armory.  Captain  Carey  Dassatti, 
playing  exceedingly  well  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  NBL 
season,  led  Drury  with  23.  Drury  had  3  other  men  in  dou- 
ble figures,  Tom  Kateley  added  18,  Morse  14,  and  Reeves 
16. 

Drury  High  slipped  past  a  fired  up  Lee  club  62-61  to 
win  their  second  straight  county  Championship.  Tom  Ka- 
teley led  Drury  with  22  points.  Carey  Dassatti  again 
played  a  great  all-around  game  and  canned  16.  Shaun 
Sprague  added  10. 

In  the  opening  round  of  the  Western  Mass.  tournament, 
Drury  bombed  Easthampton  79-58.  Drury  led  all  the  way 
and  romped  to  an  easy  win.  The  reserves  played  most  of 
the  second  half.  Kateley  was  once  again  the  big  gun. 

In  the  second  game  of  the  western  Mass.  Tournament, 
Drury  won  a  54-53  overtime  decision  over  tough  Spring- 
field Tech.  Lee  Reeves  plunked  in  2  easy  layups  to  lead 
Drury  in  the  overtime.  Tom  Kateley  had  18,  Dassatti  16, 
and  Lee  Reeves,  playing  great  in  the  clutch  had  11. 

Drury  High  won  a  great  honor  for  the  school  and  North 
Adams  when  they  won  the  Western  Mass.  Class  L  Cham- 
pionship by  virtue  of  a  great  61-59  comeback  victory  over 
Holyoke  in  overtime.  Drury  was  behind  by  13  in  the  3rd 
quarter  but  tied  it  at  the  end  55-55.  Kateley,  Reeves  and 
Dassatti  all  scored  for  Drury  in  the  overtime.  Kateley 
ended  with  8,  Shaun  Sprague  poured  in  13.  Carey  scored 
18,  and  Reeves  12.  Joe  Morse  also  got  10. 

In  the  opening  of  the  State  Class  L  Tournament  in  Bos- 
ton Garden,  Drury  lost  a  heart  breaking  67-63  decision  to 
Barnstable  in  a  game  attended  by  18  bus  loads  of  Devil 
supporters.  Drury  was  behind  most  of  the  game  but  came 
back  to  go  ahead  on  a  Kateley  basket.  Carey  Dassatti, 
playing  with  4  fouls,  sparked  the  Devil  comeback.  Joe 
Morse  fouled  out  late  in  the  game  and  this  seemed  to  be 
the  turning  point  against  Drury.  Carey  Dassatti  closed  out 
his  career  with  19  while  Sprague  had  18  and  Reeves  14.

The  school  production  of  "Man  of  La 
Mancha,"  justly  deserved  Miss  Pierce's 
praise,  for  it  was  skillfully  produced,  pro- 
fessionally presented,  and  thoroughly  en- 
joyable entertainment.
